I am having a spot of bother with a HB z Match ona 
recently reconstructed CM Howes 80m. 
The tuner works great on receive with a very sharp peak 
and excellent match, however on Tx (3 watts into a dummy 
load/wattmetter (ex CQ mag design) ) it will only indicate 
resonance/match with the SWR led when using 100 milliwatts, 
the led is to bright otherwise. 
When using the full 3 watts from the Tx it only indicates 
about 30 milliwatts transfer to the load. 
Wiring has been checked and nothing obvious so far. 
Thanks for any advice

The exception to requiring a huge number of radials is if the antenna is 
elevated above ground. Indeed, if it is at ground level and we're trying to 
use physical earth suplemented with ground wires, then perhaps 120 or so 
will be required to reduce ground losses and result in an acceptable 
radiation resistance. 


If it is elevated then, 3 or 4 resonant radials per band will be as 
effective as a massive system of radials at ground level. The technical 
reasoning is looonnnng however. 


I'm using a Butternut elevated with resonant elements for each band. 
Efficeiency and radiation resistance are good.

Partridge Electronics was a fairly active company in the late 50's 
and into the mid to late 60's. The tuner you describe was the 
matching unit for their "Joystick" antenna system which, tho I 
never did see one, was advertised in the RSGB Bulletin, and 
written up in the magazine during that time. I think it may have 
been reviewed by QST or CQ as well. The Joystick was described 
as a portable type antenna and for those that could not put 

up full size antennas due to restrictions of council, space or 
apartment type situations. As I recall, it was a end-fed 
loaded antenna wound on a shaft of approximately 6 ft long and 
maybe 1 to 1 1/2 inches in diameter. I had worked several 
stations when living in Germany that were using it in Great 
Britain, and used to hear some of the fishing boats out in 

the North Sea that used them. The tuning range was from 

160-10 meters. One of the ads of the time showed a ZL with 

the Joystick leaning against his wall (in the basement) just 
after making a QRP contact back into England. I don't have 

any circuit info, but maybe some of the others on here from 
across the pond may. GL and hope the info is helpful.

Hi Dan, 


One problem I see in an elevated 1/4 wavelength ant system is 
reflected waves from the ground, which causes the vertical 
radiated pattern to be at a higher angle than from a ground 
mounted vertical. If DX operation is not a concern, then 

the elevated 1/4 wave vertical with 3 or 4 radials is superior 
to a ground mounted one with the same number of radials. 

I had one once, and its operation was good. I even worked 

the South Pole on 40 SSB with it. 


Now I have a question for you. I live on the shore on Narragansett 
Bay, and my antenna is about 60' from high tide. I can mount an 
antenna on my sea wall, which is about 8' above high tide. 


I was thinking about installing a 20 meter vertical on the sea wall, 
but it would be up 8' at high tide. The tide comes up to the sea 
wall at high tide, but recedes about 30' when the tide goes out. 

My question is, how do I install radials, or one radial, to take 
advantage of the sea water as a ground plane? I have some 
stainless steel wire I can lead into the sea water.

Ron - You described a combination of deep cycle battery and charger I have 
been using for over 5 years: 


"deep cycle trolling batteries, their fully automatic model PP1.5A Everstart 
Battery 
Tender, and a rubber maid box with cover to hold the battery." 


and asked: 


"I have never used this setup before having always used a 110V or 220V to 
13.75V power supply. Is there any down side to this?" 


Like I said I have used such a set up, a deep cycle battery and automatic 
charger for 5 years. I get about 3 years of useful life out of the battery 
with this set up. There is really no down side to this as far as I can tell. 
There are three things you should be aware of: 


1. The biggest caution is to put the battery in a case so if the acid gets 
out it will not spill and damage things. The favorite woman in your life 
will not appreciate this. I have experience with this from my mother, wife 
and dog. On the other hand, my father thought it amusing and casually asked 
my mother for the baking soda. He was a chemist. 


2. The next biggest caution is to check the fluid level every month and add 
distilled water if needed. That is assuming that you do not have a 
"mainteinance free". This will go a long ways to keeping your battery alive, 
aprticularly if you occsasionally overcharge or fully discharge it. 


3. The next biggest caution is not to over charge or over discharge the 
battery. Even with an "automatic" charger I would not leave it connected to 
the battery all the time. Disconnect it or turn it off when a full charge 
(13.8 V for a "12 V" battery). I usually run the charger whenever I am 
operating and turn it off when I leave the shack. I make the battery is 
fully charged beforea n operating event such as SS, Field Day or Fox hunts. 


I monitor the battery voltage during use and charging with a digital meter. 
An Amperemeter in series with the charger would help also. My old charger 

used to have one, but my new one just has an LED that chages color when the 
battery is fully charged. I intend to add an Amperemeter. Holiday project? 


I have over charged batteries and discharged them completely, both of which 
substantially (half or more) shortened battery life. 


A good deep cycle battery should be good for several hundred 
charge/discharge cycles before it "dies". 


I get about 3 years out of mine. This includes one or two complete 
discharges and maybe 1 or 2 over charges. Any more and you will be forking 
out $65 for a new battery soon. 


Sam's Club or Costco generally have the best prices on deep cycle batteries. 


With QRP you should be able to get a week of continuous operating out of 
even a small deep cycle battery. With a 100 watt transceiver you should be 
able to get a day or so of continuous operating. I found I could go two 
weeks of casual operating at the 100 watt level, 2 to 3 hours a day, before 
the battery is too low for normal use. I would expect 2 to 3 months of 
casula QRP operating. 


You can use an automobile battery in this fashion, but they are not designed 
for complete discharge. # or 4 full discharges and the battery is gone. If 
you already have an acceptable automobile battery go ahead and use it, but 
if you are buying a new battery get a deep cycle one. 


I hope that this helps. I have posted this to the list as it seems like it 
will be of general interest. Time for the MLS cup to start. See you later. -

Paul, 


I guess I forgot one important thing didn't I ! The current limiting 
device that I use is simply a #93 automotive bulb in series and between 
the diode and the power supply ( solder the connections to the bulb to 
keep resistance low ). Dont worry about ever having to change the bulb, 
since the system doesn't draw enough current to light the bulb, it will 
most likely last forever. It works like this: at resting current ( cold 
bulb ) it has a resistance of about .8 ohms, and when the current demand 
is up, ( hot bulb ) it has a resistance of about 7 to 8 ohms therefore 
limiting the current. You can also put more diodes in series with the 
original to get your power supplies 13.8 volts down to about 13.2 volts ( 
voltage drop thru the diodes ) at the battery - a good voltage range to 
float charge a battery at. I should add one more thing, I dont use the 
supply to recharge the battery after the power has been off for a long 
period of time, I use a good automatic 10 amp charger for that purpose, I 
just use the power supply to keep it charged during normal times !

A person I know that works for a cable company gave 2 100 foot spools of top 
quality 72 ohm Belden coax. 

I know this will work good on the HF bands but what about the VHF and UHF? 
The VHF AND UHF RIGS are 50 ohm as is the antenna feed point. 

72 ohm coax between a 50 ohm rig and a 50 ohm antenna doesn't sound that bad 
but i'll be using an HT at 200 MILS. 

My main concern is harmonics coming off the braid.
